.  While  this  state  of  affairs  is  a  source  of  great 

s?'t71 a.c-ti°n ,  we  must  not  allow  ourselves  to  become  complacent 
about  it.  It  will  only  be  maintained  if,  and  so  long  as,  the 
general  public  remains  ^immunisation  conscious".  A  decline  in 
the  immunisation  rate .would,  within  a  few  years,  shows  itself  in 
a  speedy  return  of  this  dreadful  disease,  and  we  must  strive  with 
all  our  power  to  impress  upon  parents  the  absolute  need  to  have 
this  simple  proceedure  carried  out.

County  General  Hospital;  1  to  Ripon  &  District  Hospital;  1  to 
Hallomshire  Maternity  Home;  and  2  to  St.  Luke's  Maternity 
Hospital,  Huddersfield:  but  in  the  majority  of  normal  cases 
domiciliary  arrangements  were  made. 


For  domiciliary  confinements  the  full  establishment  of 
staff,  comprising  four  midwives  and  a  relief  midwife,  has 
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operated  during  the  year.  All  have  been  provided  with  a  car. 

Gas  and  Air  Analgesia  is  welcomed  by  the  mothers, 
together  with  the  analgesic  drug  pethidine.

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Although  the  Borough  has  modern  sewerage,  the  drainage 
systems  connecting  Buildings  with  the  sewers  are  in  many  cases 
obsolete  in  design.  Several  improvements  have  Been  effected, 
and  the  figures  relating  to  inspections  made,  and  notices  served, 
are  to  Be  found  in  Part  V  of  the  Report. 

YJith  the  exception  of  nine  properties  still  served  By  piivy- 
middens  all  premises  in  the  Borough  where  domestic  refuse  is 
produced  are  served  By  metal  dustbins  of  approved  specification. 

The  nine  properties  referred  to  are  in  places  where  no  sewer  is 
available.  The  Corporation  have  not  adopted  a  Municipal  Bin 
Scheme  of  the  type  envisaged  By  section  75(3)  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936.  Notice  pursuant  to  sub-section  1  of  this  section  is 
served  on  the  owner  or  occupier  of  property,  whichever  appears  to 
be  responsible  on  the  facts  known  to  the  Corporation. 

173  nuisances  (including  ’statutory  nuisances’  and  other 
insanitary  conditions  referred  to  in  the  Public  Health  Act  as 
’nuisances’,  but  excluding  housing  defects  dealt  with  under  the 
Housing  Acts)  were  found  during  the  year,  and  2  outstanding  from 
the  previous  year  gave  a  total  of  175  needing  abatement.  155  of 
these  had  been  abated  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Most  owners 
responded  with  reasonable  promptitude  to  notices  served. 

6  trades  scheduled  in  section  107  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  as  ’Offensive  Trades’  were  carried  on  in  the  Borough  during 
the  year.  These  trades  were  conducted  with  a  minimum  of  nuisance, 
although  one  trade  not  scheduled  as  ’offensive’  -  the  ixrocessing 
of  kitchen  waste  -  was  again  resi)onsible  for  considerable  nuisance 
from  time  to  time.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  however,  new  plant 
had  been  installed  and  the  nuisance  abated. 


Factories ,  Workplaces  and  Shops 

Arrangements  for  the  health  and  comfort  of  workers  in  their 
places  of  employment  have  again  received  attention  during  the  year. 
The  routine  inspection  of  factories  and  shops  has  been  continued 
and  on  no  occasion  has  it  been  found  necessary  to  resort  to 
statutory  powers  tc  secure  improvement. 

The  term  *  factory*  as  used  in  the  Factories  Act,  193/, 
includes  all  premises  where  articles  are  made,  altered  or  repaired 
for  purposes  of  gain:  there  are  104  such  premises  on  the  Factory 
Register,  and  Table  2  gives  particulars  relating  to  inspections, _ 
notices  and  defects  found  and  remedied.  The  provisions  of  section 
34  of  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  relating  to  means  cf  escape  in  case 
of  fire  are  administered  by  the  Departments  two  certificates  of 
fitness  were  issued  and  two  were  amended  during,  the  course  of  the 
year. 

The  terra  ’workplace*  as  used  in  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
embraces  offices,  restaurant  kitchens  and  most  other  premises  in 
which  persons  are  employed;  but  excludes  domestic  premises , 
factories  and  (except  for  ’overcrowding*  purposes)  shops  to  which 
the  Shops  Act,  1950,  applies.  A  routine  inspection  of  these 
premises,  was  not  made,  but  when  unsatisfactory  conditions  came  to 
my  notice  in  the  course  of  other  duties,  the  requisite  remedial 
measures  were  taken. 


The  term  ’ shop’  includes  warehouses  used  in  connection  with 
wholesale  or  retail  trade,  refreshment  houses,  lending  libraries 
and  hairdressing  establishments.  There  arc  386  shop  premises  on 
the  Register,  and  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  applies  to  237  of  these. 

50  visits  for  the  investigation  of  welfare  arrangements  were  made 
in  1951.  General  conditions  were  good.

Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  Corporation  have  continued  to  take  active  interest  in 
this  subject.  The  Council  are  represented  on  the  Wqqx  Riding  of 
Yorkshire  Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee  and  on  its  Executive 
committee,  and  sent  representatives  to  the  Annual  Conference  of 
the  National  Smoke  Abatement  Society.  Pursuant  to  their  powers 
under  section  105  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  they  participate 
m  the  investigation  of  problems  related  to  atmospheric  pollution: 
a  standard  deposit-gauge,  a  lead  peroxide  instrument  for  the 
measurement  of  sulphur  dioxide  and  a  smoke  filter  for  the  measure¬ 
ment  of  suspended  impurity  have  been  operated  throughout  the  year. 

Some  years  will  elapse  before  the  full  significance  of  much 
of  the  data  collected  v/ill  become  apparent,  but  the  trend  shown 
m  Table  3  is  satisfactory.  Records  are  not  available  for  the 
years  1941  to  1945.

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Eleven  industrial  chimneys  were  observed  from  time  to  time 
during  the  year,  and  the  number  of  formal  30-minute  observations 
made  was  69.  Your  Smoke  Byelaws  allow  a  total  emission  of  up  uo 
two  minutes  black  smoke  within  a  continous  period  of  thirty 
minutes;  any  emission  in  excess  of  this  is  presumed  to  be _ a 
nuisance,  and  on  this  standard  13  nuisances  were  not ed_ during  the 
aggregate  observation  period  of  34  ^  hours.  fhe  principal  ofiende 
was  the  local  colliery:  measures  are  in  hand  for  the  improvement 
of  plant  on  these  premises. 

The  domestic  smoke  problem  will  not  be  easily  solved  in  a  town 
such  as  Pontefract  where  many  householders  are  colliery  workers  who 
receive  concessionary  coal.  The  increased  use  of  gas,  electricity 
and  hard  fuels  for  cooking  and  space  hearting  should,  however,  be 
encouraged  wherever  possible.  Modern  heating  appliances  are  being 
installed  on  an  increasing  scale;  but  it  must  be  regretted  that 
little  inducement  is  given  to  property  owners  to  take  this  step. 


PART  TWO 

HOUSING 


New  Housing  and  Needs 

Since  post-war  house  building  began,  838  houses  have  been 
erected  in  the  Borough,  96  of  these,  during  the  year  under  review, 
as  detailed  in  Table  4.  There  is,  however,  evidence  that  the 
total  housing  need  at  the  end  of  1951  was  greater  than  at  the 
begining  of  that  year:  the  number  of  families  wanting  Corporation 
houses  and  living  in  lodgings  rose  by  34  to  704.

Overcrowding 

The  number  of  known  cases  of  statutory  overcrowding  h as  fallen 
during  the  years  2  new  cases  cf  overcrowding  were  added  to  the 
register  and  10  were  removed  consequent  upon  abatement.  The  number^ 
of '"cases  found  and  abated  during  the  past  six  years  are  given  in 
Table  5:  it  is  shown  that  during  this  period  288  cases  of  statutory 
overcrowding  were  abated,  194  of  these  as  the  result  of  Corporation 

rehousing.

The  Corporation  also  continued  to  give  consideration  to  cases 
which,  although  not  overcrowded  on  the  Housing  Act  Standard,  have 
insufficient  bedroom  accomodation  to  allow  proper  segregation  of 
the  sexes. 


Inspection.  Repair  and  Clearance  of  Unfit  Houses 

1,269  inspections  were  made  specifically  for  housing  defects 
during  the  year.  241  houses  were  rendered  fit,  and  15  were  closed 
or  demolished. 

There  are  some  70  houses  in  the  Borough  which  are  scheduled 
as  unfit  and  not  cppable  of  repair  at  reasonable  expense:  in  the 
present  conditions,  however,  some  of  these  seem  likely  to  be  in 
use  for  several  years.

Housing  Act,  1949 »  Improvement  of  Housing  accommodation 

I  reported  in  detail  on  this  matter  in  my  Annual  Report  for 
1950.  During  the  year  under  review  no  applications  for  grant 
towards  housing  improvement  have  been  made,  although  in  a  few 
cases  particulars  have  been  sought  by  owners  contemplating 
i  mpr  o v  ement s . 

The  survey  of  the  Halfpenny  Lane  Estate,  also  referred  to 
previously,  was  completed  in  1951;  and  it  is  anticipated  that  an 
improvement  scheme  will  be  commenced  in  1952  which  will  eventually 
embrace  all  the  houses  on  this  estate. 


Eradication  of  Verminous  Conditions 

The  Housing  Committee  has  continued  its  practice  of  giving 
disinfestation  treatment  to  furniture  which  is  verminous  or 
likely  to  be  verminous,  before  allowing  otherwise  suitable 
applicants  to  take  up  occupation  of  Corporation  houses .  The 
Corporation’s  Contractors  carry  out  the  removal  and  disinfest  with 
hydrogen  cyanide  before  unloading.  9  such  cases  were  dealt  with 

in  1951 • 

Verminous  conditions  were  found  at  13  houses  during  1951

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In  carcases  the  principal  cause  of  condemnation  was 
tuberculosis,  74.4%  of  the  total  weight  of  meat  condemned  from 
all  causes  being  due  to  this  infection.  In  organs  the  principal 
cause  of  condemnation  was  cirrhosis  caused  by  liver  fluke  (distoma 
hepatica):  967  bovine  livers,  i.e.  35.1%  of  the  total  number 

examined,  showed  lesions  of  invasion  by  this  parasite,  resulting 
in  9,433  lbs.  of  liver,  some  33%  of  the  total  weight  examined, 
being  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

The  statistics  given  include  the  following  numbers  of  animals 
which  arrived  at  the  Centre  for  casualty  slaughter: « 

Cattle  80,  Calves  25 

Sheep  and  Lambs  72,  Pigs  149 

The.  higher  incidence  of  disease  in  this  class  of  animal  is 
illustrated  by  the  following  figures  relating  to  cattle;  of  the 
80  carcases  examined,  24  whole  carcases  and  organs  were  condemned, 
i.e.  30%  against  a  figure  for  non-casualty  cattle  of  0.5% 


Transport  and  Handling  of  Meat 

No  violation  of  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924, 
was  found  and  conditions  generally  were  satisfactory. 


Slaughtering  Facilities 

The  inadequate  facilities  for  slaughtering  were  fully 
discussed  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1950.  There  is  an  urgent 
need  for  improvement  in  this  respect:  in  the  interests  of 
humane  slaughter,  hygienic  food  handling,  and  the  conservation 
of  carcase  quality. 


Milk  Supply 

There  are  39  milk  distributors  on  the  Register,  which  figure 
includes  23  distributors  who  sell  only  ’ Sterilised'  milk  from 
shops.  Very  little  milk  is  now  sold  unbottled,  and  most  is  heat 
treated. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation) (Raw  Milk)  Regulations, 
1949,  and  the  Milk  (Special  Designation) (Past eurised  and 
Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations,  1949,  56  licences  were  issued 
during  the  year  authorising  the  sale  of  graded  milks.  28  of 
these  were  in  respect  of  ’Tuberculin  Tested  (Pasteurised)’  and 
28  in  respect  of  ’Sterilised'  Milk.  In  addition  there  are  11 
supplementary  licences  in  force  for  the  sale  of  graded  milks  in 
the  Borough.

All  samples  were  reported  upon  as  satisfactory. 

Ten  samples  were  taken  for  biological  examination  for  the 
detection  of  tuberculosis:  negative  results  were  recorded. 

The  number  of  cows  condemned  for  generalised  tuberculosis  at 
the  Abattoir  again  represent _d  a  high  proportion  of  the  total 
number  inspected:  in  all,  12  whole  carcases  were  condemned  out 
of  a  total  of  563  cows  inspected.  2  animals  were  sent  to  the 
Abattoir  under  the  provisions  of  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1938. 

A'c  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  two  registered  dairies  in 
the  Borough:  one  dairy  of  low  standard  was  removed  in  1951. 

Generally  the  standard  of  distribution  is  satisfactory,  and  no 
violation  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  has  been  noted.  All 
shops  from  which  milk  is  sold  comply  with  the  relevant  provisions 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  Regulations  and  Byelaws. 


Ice-cream 


The  places  where  ice-cream  is  manufactured,  stored  and  sold 
ha.ve  been  visited  as  necessary  and  68  samples  of  ice-cream  have 
been  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  The  bulk  of 
ice-cream  sold  in  the  Borough  is  not  manufactured  here.  Two 
factories  are  registered:  one  of  these  ceased  to  be  used  for 
manufacture,  and  at  the  other  the  'complete  cold  mix'  method 
was  used.  43  other  premises  are  registered  for  sale  and  storage 
only.  A  high  standard  of  hygiene  has  been  maintained  in  these' 
shops. 


One  of  the  68  samples  taken  was  unsatisf actory  (Provisional 
Grade  4)  and  the  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  authority  to  whose 
area  the  factory  belonged. 


Food  Premises 


The  conditions  under  which  food  for  sale  is  prepared  and 
handled  in  factories,  warehouses,  shops,  etc.,  in  the  Borough, 
have  received  considerable  attention  from  the  Department.  Food 
traders  in  the  town  arc  conscious  of  their  responsibilities 
towards  the  Public  and  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  the 
observations  of  the  Department  arc  welcomed.  In  one  respect, 
in  particular,  there  is  still  room  for  much  improvement:  "it  is 
not  uncommon  to  see  bread,  cakes  and  other  unwrajjped  foods 
exposed  for  sale  in  positions  where  they  are  open  to  the  coughs 
and  sneezes  of  customers.  Need  for  adequate  screening  of  such 
commodities  is  being  impressed  upon  shopkeepers,  and  I  hope  to 
report  irapi ovement  in  this  matter  by  the  time  of  my  next  Annual 
Report. 

Probably  the  most  import ant  single  item  in  the  food  traders 
precautions  against  unclean  food  handling  is  the  frequent  washing 
of  hands  by  those  actually  handling  food.  During  the  year  great 
stress  ha3  be. mi  laid  upon  the  provision  of  adequate  supplies  of 
hot  and  cold  water,  soap  and  clean  towels;  and  of  the  need  for 
food  handlers  to  make  full  use  of  these  facilities.  Considerable 
progress  has  bean  made  in  this  direction. 
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Referring  to  Ministry  of  Food  Circular  M.F.  12/49  on  the 
subject  of  Clean  Food  Campaigns  the  Department  has  continued  to 
concentrate  on  its  statutory  responsibilities  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts  and  Regulations  and  Byelaws  made  thereunder.  A  great 
deal  of  time  has  been  spent  with  food  handlers  at  the  place  of 
employment,  pressing  home  the  fundamentals  of  hygienic  food 
handling,  and  the  effectiveness  of  this  kind  of  education  has 
been  noted  on  the  occasion  of  subsequent  visits.

PART  FOUR 
RODENT  CONTROL 


The  need  for  efficient  control  over  rodent  infestation  in 
the  Borough  is  recognised,  and  the  Corporation  have  operated  a 
Rodent  Control  Service  continuously  for  eleven  years.  During 
the  past  six  years  an  attempt  has  been  made  at  total  clearance 
of  infestation  on  systematic  lines;  but  total  clearance  on 
agricultural  property  seems  impracticable,  and  Pontefract, 
being  almost  surrounded  by  a  belt  of  agricultural  land,  cannot 
escape  recurrent  infestation. 

The  following  Table  gives  statistics  relating  to  the  incidence 
of  infestation  and  to  disinfestation  measures  taken.

Vulnerable  properties  in  the  occupation  of  the  Corporation 
were  inspected  quarterly  and  any  necessary  treatment  given. 

Sewers  were  given  their  usual  annual  maintenance  treatment  and 
are  m  particularly  good  condition.  The  Coloration  give  a 
’free’  service  in  the  case  of  dwellinghouses. 

Two  farmers  and  two  threshing  contractors  were  prosecuted 
for  threshing  ricks  otherwise  than  in  accordance  with  the 
Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  (Threshing  and  Dismantling  of  Ricks) 
Regulations,  1950.  All  prosecutions  were  successful,  and  fines 
totalling  £17  were  imposed.  No  offence  against  the  Regulations 
has  been  noted  since. 

The  Corporation  has  continued  its  membership  of  the  Rodent 
Control  Planning  and  Advisory  Committee  (Group  No. 11)  which 
comprises  representatives  of  seven  local  authorities  in  this 
area,  and  whose  functions  include  those  of  stimulating  and  main¬ 
taining  interest  and  activity  throughout  the  area  in  rodent 
control  administration.
